All Seven Arrested 

The new civilian govern- 
ment arrested all seven mem- 
bers of the dissolved armed 
forces Supreme Council, for- 
mer Foreign Minister Ahmed j 
Kheir, and two senior police 
officials. 

Today’s arrests followed 
the action of President Ibra- 
him Abboud yesterday in de- 
taining seven senior army offi- 
cers. 

According to army sources, j 
the seven officers urged align-! 
meat of the Sudan with the ' 
policies of President Nasser 
of the United Arab Republic, 
but government supporters 
i claimed the arrests were a 
pretext to remove men loyal 
:to the new regime. 

The National Front supports 
the new administration head- 
ed,-by El Khalifa, who took 
power Oct. 31 following the 
resignation of President Ab- 
boud’s military junta. 

The junta was brought 
down during 10 days of dem- . 
onstrations, strikes and 
riots in which at least 40 per- 
sons died. 

Whereabouts Secret 

The news of the attempted 
coup broke suddenly when 
the radio interrupted normal , 
broadcasting to read the fol- 
lowing message from the Na- 
tional Front: 

“The National Front learns 
the army tank corps and main- 
tenance corps started moving 
from their barracks in order 
to carry out a reactionary rev- 
olution against the people’s 
gains. 

“We appeal to all citizens 
in all parts of the country to 
be prepared to take to the 
streets and head for the pres- 
idency and broadcasting 
buildings to protect them and 
to stage immediate demon- 
strations.”
